IRISH FISHERIES 


REPORT FOR 1938 
—T—— 


The report of sea and inland fisheries for 
the year 1938, issued by the Minister for 
Agriculture, shows an increase of 5 per cent. 
in value on the landings of sea fish as com- 
pared with the previous year, although the 
aggregate quantity was lower by about the 
same percentage. The value for 1958 was 
£133,754. Landings of cod and whiting 
showed noteworthy increases. Prices for cod 
were lower than in the previous year, while 
whiting maintained the 1937 level. Plaice 
ruled substantially higher. Catches by Dingle 
fishermen were highest, realising about 
£7,500. Clogher Head had the heaviest land- 
ings at any single point, being 7,000 cwts. 
Dublin steam trawlers accounted for landings 
totalling 22,032 cwts., against 15,258 cwts. in 
the previous year. 
Cross-Channel boats landed 9,148 cwts. of 
| Bhorrings, valued at £3,587, as against 16,681 
cwts. and £5,610 in value in the previous 
year. 
Landi of mackerel amounted to 35,659 
oy in 1938 as against 85,836 in 1928. Most 
of these were made by local boats. The 
fishery off the Kerry coast gave a 
icone yield than in the previous year, but 
the earnings were lower. The autumn fishe 
was disappointing. Normally an appreciable 
percentage of autumn mackerel is cured for 
export. to the United States, but in recent 
ears the competition from ‘other countries 
as rendered this market precarious. The 
bulk of the yield was sold fresh. Landings 
of shellfish in 1958 were valued at £355,678, as 
a d with = »173 in the previous year. 
scarcity o f salmon in 1938 was even 
Bi... marked than in 1937. The catch of sea 
trout remained fairly constant around 50, 000 
Ib.
